Pawtucketville of Great Historic 


Interest — Review of Its Early 
History and Rapid Growth 


The section of Lowell known 
as 


rawtuckelville is one of the oldest : 
districts in the city inasmuch as the! 
first British settlement took place 0:1 
the banks of the beautiful Merrlmack 
river near what is commonly called 
Tawtucket falls, the first settler hav- 
ing 'been Samuel Varnum. who 
re- 


ceived a grant of land which was con- 
veyed to him am! Hichard Shatsivc-11. 
by John Evercu, alias Wclib. and con- 
taining 100 acres in Dracm on the 
Merrlmack river undc-r date of Jan. 10, 
1664. 
Since that time, however, the 


district has been turned into a small 
city and its industrious inhabitants 
are doing their utmost to make it one 
of the best residential districts in the 


, .ctty and much to their credit, their 


efforts are being* crowned v/ith suc- 
cess. 


.The first settlement in Pawtuckel- 


• ville was made on what Is now Var- 
num avenue, the territory having been 
annexed 
to Lowell in 1S74, about a 


mile above Pawtucket falls, or on tho 


.• spot chosen by the municipal council 


to erect a contagious hospital;

first actual settler was Samuel Var- 
num, who married Sarr.h Langlon, and 
came from England to America prior 
to 1649.

The Paw- 
uckets were the last great tribe of 
ndlans.

vayn, v/hose headquarters covered the 
leh intervales of Lancaster; the Nash- 
ibas, who Inhabited the forests of Lit- 
leton; the Pennacooks, upon the al- 
iivlal lands of Concord. N. H.. and the 
S'aiicooks, the tracts near tho mouth 
of the Souhegnn river. The -\Yame5it5 
dwelt near the falls of the Concord

The Pawtuckclville district had for 


many

the name Pawtucketville.

Passaconaway, 
who lived to a good 


old age and who was always faithful 
and loving to the English. Some time 
previous to ME death he Invited all 
his people to a feast, on which occa- 
sion lie conferred the chief sachem- 
ship upon his son, Wavmalancit. and 
it is a bust of this same \Vannalancli 
that a prominent local man has of- 
fered through the board of trade, to 
be erected on a tract of land in Var- 
num avenue, providing the park de- 
partment converts the said land into a 
public park.

tucket falls, Wameslt, Nashua, Con 
cord Groton. Lancaster and Dunstable 
sold' all their land to Ponathan Tyng 
and others. The last record of Wan 
nolanclt to be found Is that of th 
general court, which in 1657 place' 
him under the care of Jonathan Tyn 
and allowed twenty pounds for kc-ep 
ing him; but it is thought by many 
that he retired to the St. Thomas 
tribe in Canada, and ended his days 
with them.

The observance of Labor day is a 


peculiarly American idea, and mtinEly 
so, for no other country is more mind- 
ful 
of the rights of labor or more 


indebted to its laboring classes than 
this country. Under other flags the 
working masses may. exercise a strong 
influence, but in no country except ih£ 
United States is labor regarded as the 
eminently 
leading class. 
Here 
we 


have no deep-seated aristocracy and 
there is no 
acknowledged 
privilege, 


he man who works and votes is the 
uler of our destinies. 
The laboring classes in America in- 
lude practically all good citizens, hut 
-abor day has come to be identified 
nore especially with unionized labor, 
'his is not undesirable In Itself, more 
'articularly as the great labor unions 
f the country have come out for pa- 
riotlsm and sound economic doctrines 
nore often than they have espoused 
adicalism. Where great bodies 
are 


rganlzed and obedient lo the dictates 
f the few, occasional mistakes are In 
vitable, but in the main American 
unionized labor is sound, and it is th< 
ource of great benefits to those whc 
.re asked to rest next Monday in or 
ler to honor the dignity of industry. 


Tho elaborate plans made for the lo 
al observance promise an ideal cele 
iration and if the weather is prop! 
ious we shall have one of the 
bes 


Labor days in our history. The mon 
ter parade with its uniformed men 
ind special features will attract thou 
sands into the glorious open air, ani 
he city is in a good mood for enjoy 
rhent. 


There are certain thoughts whfc! 


.he celebration of Labor day will nat 
urally bring to mind. It will serve t 
remind us of our good fortune, in hav 
ing.so many prosperous industries, fo 
all our mills, factories and manufac- 
turing plants are active and there Is a 
demand for labor instead of a surplus 
of 
workers. 
Furthermore, 
we 
are 


blissfully free from any labor trouble, 
arid them is no prospect,of industrial 
disturbance for some time to come. 
Relations between employers and em- 
ployed are cordial, and there is prom- 
ise of a prosperous and happy season 
ahead.

THE BAY WlVpOW 


Abstractly considered the bay win- 


dow is a charming feature, but prac- 
tically It is apt to leave something 
to be desired. 
It Is often difficult to 


curtain and It looks rather unfinished 
without cushioned seats, yet these are 
not always practical. 
A very large 


bay, say eight feet across, gains by 
being separated from the room behind 
It by long curtains hanging straight 
and well pushed back, curtaining the 
separate windows with the thinnest 
of net. 


In a living room there nre two par- 


ticularly good things to do with tho 
bay window. One is to fill It with 
plant table, one ot the substantial sort 
with a sunken top, zinc lined, Into 
which the pots are set, the other t 
use its central space for a small desk 
or writing table, with a chair to match 
It. 
This latter use Is specially gooc 


for the bays so common 20 or 30 years 
ago which had two long windows and 
a central one high up in the wall and 
often of stained glass. 


In utilizing tho bay window In a 


bedroom, wo cannot do better than to 
set a dressing table in it. This Is an 
English fashion which has much to 
recommend It, as the light falling from 
both sides and from above on the sit- 
ter before tho mirror gives an Abso- 
lutely truthful Impression, even If It 
Is unflattering. Moreover the thin cur- 
tains at tho windows of the bay are- a 
capital background for a dressing ta- 
ble draped with chintz or cretonne.
